The Porte did not defer to this unanimous wish of 
Christian Europe, and did not adhere to the con- 
clusions of the protocol. Having exhausted pacific 
efforts, we are compelled by the haughty obstinacy 
of the Porte to proceed to more decisive acts, feel- 
ing that our equity and our own dignity en- 
join it. By her refueal, Turkey places us un- 
der the necessity of having recourse to 
arms.

PREPARING FOR CONTINGENCIES. 

Beri, April 24.—In today’s sitting of 
Parliament the items of the w 3 
which had been referred to the 
mittee, came up for discussion. An yo 
grant for 105 new Ca gave rise to a 
protracted debate. Gen. Von Moltke insisted on 
the mecessity of the grant. He said he 
wished for a long peace, but times did 
not permit such hope. On the contrary, the 
time was not far distant when every Govern- 
ment would be compelled to strain all its 
strength for securing its existence. The reason 
for this was the regretable distrust of Govern- 
ments towards each other. France had made 
great strides in her defenses. Uncommonly 
‘large masses of troops were at present between 
Paris and the German frontiers. Everything 
France did for her army received the undivided 
approval of her people. She was decidedly in 
advance of Germany in having her cadres for 
war ready in times of peace. Germany could 
not avoid a measure destined to compensate for 
it. The increased grant for the captaincies was 
then adopted. The Progressists, Centre, and 
Socialist parties voted against it. 

Lonpon, April 25—5 8. m.—The Times Berlin 
dispatch gives addi quotations trom Gen. 
Moltke’s spęech ves v. The General stated 
that the French military budget exceeded the 
German by 150,000,000 francs a year, exclusive 
of extraordinary grants. He would not discuss 
the question whether France intended to 
bear this enormous burden for a prolonged 
period, or whether she was arming for definite 
purposes, but he must needs say that, as much 
as he desired peace, he did not believe in it. 
French journals were full of spite and hatred 
against Germany. France remembered how many 
times she had invaded dis united Germany. The 
French apprehended similar treatment now that 
Germany was united. Hence the haste, seal, 
and uncommon intelligence with which the 
colossal work of French army reorganization 
was completed. Henes the lo- 
cating excessively large numbers 
ot French troops, especially cavalry and 
artillery, between Paris and the German frontier, 
—a measure {which Germany would sooner, or 
later be obliged to reciprocate. In France the 
army was the pride of all political parties. Its 
defeats were forgotten, and its future 
was. regarded with confidence. In 
Germany there was a marked disposition to be 
niggardly towards the army. The new Cap- 
taincies proposed were intended to prepare 122 
important officers in peace for work they would 
have to doin war.

AT CONSTANTINOPLE.

array herself against the Turks. England 
can only be involved in the remote contin- 
gency that Russia manifests designs against 
Constantinople, and Germany in a still more 
remote contingency. ‘The only Powers that 
are certain not to be drawn into the war are 
Italy and France. 

So far as the war is confined to Russia and 
Turkey, there can be no doubt of the result, 
Providence being on the side of the heaviest 
artillery and@he side of right. Russia will 
go into the struggle as the champion of hu- 
manity to rescue the victims of Moslem cru- 
elty and persecution, and will command the 
sympathies of the civilized world. If she 
confines herself to this beneficent and gen- 
erous course and does not enter upon a war 
of aggrandizement and conquest, the world 
will not compiain if she does not let go the 
sword of vengeance until the Turkish butch- 
ers are either driven across the Bosphorus, 
back to their Asiatic possessions, or are

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THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 
The price of wheat in this market advan 
again yesterday, and will continue to 
to a much higher point. Wheat is selling i 
Milwaukee at 10 cents higher than in Chi 


light. The high price fails to bring in the 
wheat, and the reason is that the stock in 
the West is very light. The daily receipts 
in Chicago do not exceed an average 

eight car-loads. The inference from all th 
facts is that the surplus wheat of last year’ 


to have been. The crop of the Pacific States 
‘has been sent forward. The most formid- 
able competitor the United States have in 
the British grain market is Russia, including 
the Turkish provinces. The troubles be- 
tween Russia and Turkey began last fall at 
the close of the harvest, which troubles have 
continued to threaten the peace of the 
two countries ever since. The only 
route from Odessa is through Turkish 
waters, and in anticipation of the close of 
that route all the wheat that Odessa has had 
to sell has long since been forwarded to En- 
gland, and mainly by steamers. The Rus- 
sian supply has therefore been anticipated 
long since, and there is not a bushel more in 
Odessa that can be drawn by Europe. Th 
depression in American wheat during the 
close of 1876 was due to the fact that the 
whole Russian supply had been received in 
Liverpool, and England, being overstocked, 
had no need of American wheat, and has had 
no special need of it until quite recently. 
The fact, then, of the wheat supply is easily 
stated : that the ordinary supply from Rus- 
sian ports has already been exhausted; the 
surplus in the United States is a limited one ; 
and the stock on hand in Liverpool is not a 
large one.

It will be seen that, notwithstanding the 
exhaustion of the Russian supply, the stock 
of wheat and flour in Liverpool is hardly 
equal to one-half of what it was a year ago. 
There is, therefore, a substantial reasen for 
the advance in wheat, resting on the short 
stock on hand. There is a danger, of course, 
that this advance, under the stimulus of 
speculation, as well in Chicago as at the 
Atlantio ports and in Liverpool, may go 
beyond any legitimate warrant. In such 
case, therefore, there will be a reaction, and 
prices ill gradually settle at the figure 
‘which the demand may justify. It 
must be remembered that any serious 
increase in tho of wheat and 
‘flour will reduce demand for con- 
sumption, especially in Europe, where they 
are accustomed to the use of substitutes. 
‘With us, corn-meal and oat-meal will, be- 
cause of their lower cost, take the place of 
flour, to a large extent. At this season of the 
year, the supply of fresh vegetables and 
fruits will in some measure enable many 
to reduce their consumption of bread. The

The 
north bank of the Danube isa continuous 
swamp, intersected with creeks and estuaries, 
the south bank or Bulgarian shore high, and 
the channel on that sidedeep. On the southern 
boundary of Roumania there are but five 
practical crossing places, which are com- 
manded by the strong Turkish fortresses of 
Silistria, Totorkan, Kutschuk, Sistova, and 
Widdin. The country, in fact, through 
which the Russians must pass very nearly re- 
resembles the districts of Louisiana ad- 
jacent to the mouth of the Mississippi. 
Even when the Danubian banks are dry, the 
country is more or less pestilential from the 
miasmas constantly arising, and an army 
rapidly melts away into the hospitals, as the 
Russians have discovered before. In view 
of this, their object most undoubtedly will 
be to cross the Danube on the Servian fron- 
tier, where the country 1s high and healthy, 
as was shown in the campaign last summer, 
and where the Danube is easily crossed. It 
is not easy to understand the dispatches, 
which intimate that the Roumanians have 
massed their forces opposite the Turkish 
fortresses we have mentioned, with the view 
of aiding the Russian force that recently 
moved from Kischenev to concentrate be- 
tween Brailow and Ismail with the purpose of 
crossing the Danube in that direction, This 
extreme eastern part of Roumania is the 
most impassable, and the crossing would 
have to be made in the very delta of the 
Dannbe, and in the face of a strong 
Turkish fleet patroling the river at its 
mouth. It is more than likely that 
this movement is intended to draw 
off the Turkish forces from the vicin- 
ity of Widdin, where they naturally 
expected the Russians would cross. The 
transportation question must be the most 
troublesome problem to the Russians for the 
first month or two; but this once settled, 
they will go into the war with scarcely 
any of the impediments that hindered them 
twenty-five years ago. Then they had no 
railroads, and were compelled to transport 
troops and supplies over a thousand miles of 
country in wagons. Now they have military 
systems of railroads built for strategic pur- 
poses, the first impinging upon Germany, 
the second reaching towards Turkey, the 
third running to the great granaries of Odes- 
sa, and the fourth extending eastward as far 
as the Ural Mountains, and clearly enough 
pointing out Russia's future route to Asia. 
The entire physical power of the Empire is 
now brought to bear upon the most available 
points, and stretches in every direction to the 
very margin of war. 

The attitude of Roumania is another 
curious problem of the struggle. Although 
an independent Power, her soil must be the 
scene of the earlier struggles of the war. 
Roumania is occupied by a race of people 
wholly different from the Sclaves, the Greeks, 
the Mussulmans, or the Germans. Originally 
an old Roman colony, they are now of the 
same people that may be found in Northern 
and Middle Italy. Their language is a 
mixture between Italian and French. They 
are not Sclavie in history, language, dress, 
literature, feelings, manners, oc customs. 
They do not assimilate in nationality with 
the Russians, and have no point of contact 
with them, except in religion. The Powers 
have gone through the form of notifying 
Roumania that she must remain neutral or 
abe will annul the privileges she enjoys un- 
der the Treaty of Paris. As a strict neutral- 
ity on her part, however, would be apt to in- 
vite destruction between the Turkish and 
Russian grindstones, she has very naturally 
gravitated to Russia as the strongest power, 
and they are most likély to protect her. 

The Pera correspondent of the London 
Times brings out still another feature with 
reference to the condition of the Turkish 
army which is not generally known. He 
states that the condition of the country and 
of the army with which it is burdened, and 
the utter exhaustion of the population after 
the drain of the past year, are causing great 
anxiety among the Turkish officials, and 
says: 

20 letters before me of officers in distant gar - 
risons or hospitals, whose only rations for months 
have been rice, who have never seen one penny of 
their pay fora whole year or more, and who for 
their meat and soup and for the very shoes on their 
feet have hitherto been relying on the remittances 
of their family, in whose favor they left behind 
half their pay, but who now must renounce even 
the hope of such precarious supplies, because that 
half-salary itself is no longer paid to their fam- 
ilies, or only paid in prayer money—i. e., reduced 
to little more or often even less than half its former 
amount. 

It is evident that the Turks have not be- 
lieved that the Russians would fight; or that 
if they did the Powers would speedily divide 
on the Eastern question and intervene. No 
other theory will account for, their defiance 
of Russia with an army numerically weak 
and in such a wretched condition. |

Lanstno, Mich. April 23.—The House Commit- 
tee of Ways and Means have reported a bill making 
some changes in Chap. 21 of the Compiled Laws, 
relative to delinquent taxes,—the present law hav- 
ing been affected by the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Monroe County case. The most 
prominent change is, that, on the ist of July in 
each year, the Auditor-General is required to send 
to each County Treasurer a duplicate statement of 
— lands in his county, —one copy to be re- 
tained by the County Treasurer, and one to be given 
to the Prosecuting Attorney, to be by him fled in 
the Circuit Court of the county. It is then the 
duty of the County Clerk to file an order 
requiring all parties whose taxes appear on 
the statement, to come into court and show cause 
wherefore judgment should not be :endered against 
the land for taxes, costs, and charges. It is made 
the duty of the Sheriff to notify the delinquent 
taxpayers by publication in one newspaper pub- 
lished in the county. 

The Game law has been sed by both Houses. 
It prohibits the shooting of woodcock between the 
5th of July andthe lst of January of each year; 
‘other birds, from the lst of September to the let 
of January; elkor deer in the R Peninsula 
from the le of August to the 15th of November, 
and in the Lower Peninsula from the 15th of Sep-

New Tonk. April 24.—The Woodin investigat- 
ing Committee was in session all day, the chief 
interest centering in the testimemy of Comptroller 
John Kelly, who unbosomed himself without 
reservation, answering all questions in a straight- 
forward way, and with apparent frankness. He 
connected the World charges against Senator Wood- 
in directly with the asserted ‘‘ Tweed confession, ” 
through statements made by himself, and, after 
he bad testified, a large number of persons sent 
private dispatches to Albany. Andrew J. Garvey 
also gave interesting testimony. 

The first witness called was George Jones, of 
the Times, who was diligently questioned, without 
bringing to light anything of importance bearing 
on the investigation. 

KELLY. 

The appearance ‘wf Comptrolier Kelly created 
much excitement. He took the oath with the 
greatest composure, and appeared in a candid state 
of mind. The Committee approached him as 
if he might be erpected to evade searching 
questions, and a sensation as made when 
he disclosed what he knew of the 
Tweed statement. Mr. Kelly said he had 
known Tweed since 1854. Their reiations 
were never intimate. Saw him for the last 
time in the spring of 1872, when Tweed 
wae in a carriage. He belonged to the 
Tammany Hall organization during the days 
of Tweed's power, but did not set with Tweed; 
had known William Henry Hurlbert, of the World, 
by reputation fur twelve or fifteen years, and been 
intimately acquainted with him for three or four 
years; saw him last on Saturday; his acquaintance 
with Ballard Smith extended over a few weeks, 
He read the World article entitled ‘* Tweed's 
Confession. Before its publication he had con- 
versatrons with Hurlbert and Smith relative to the 
subject matter, and 

FURNISHED STATEMENTS 

which were the foundation of the greater part of 
the article. He had furnished the statements entire 
relating to Senators Woodin and Bixby. and Hugh 
J. Hastings. He did not know, of his own knowl- 
edge, that Tweed had an arrangement with Norris 
Winslow, or that Tweed gave a $20,000 check to 
Mr. Hastings with the understanding that a part of 
it was to go to the same Senator. The new City

LEGISLATE HIMSELF OUT OF OFFICE. 
Under the bill his term would expire in May of next 
year. He knew Senator Woodin was Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Cities, but denied he 
ad in any way sought to influence legislation 
by supplying the information _ implicating 
Senator Woodin. Mr. Kelly related in narrative 
form 

HOW HE LEARNED THE STATEMENTS 
communicated in the World. As head of the 
Finance Department of the City Government he 
was interested in the suits which grew out of the 
Ring frauds, and in which Tweed, if disposed to 
testify, would be an important witness. 

He was consulted with alike by Attorney-General 
Fairchild and Tweed's Gounsel, who showed mem- 
oranda of the information imparted by Tweed. 
He said the memoranda were important, and asked 
permission of Mr. Towneend to take a 
copy, which was granted, Townsend in- 
sisting, however, that the memoranda be not 
made public, but he (Mr. KeHy) had already oo- 
tained the facts contained in the memoranda in a 
conversation with Attorney-General Fairchild. 
Hurlbut came into his office during the latter part 
of March on different business, and the conver- 
sation turned on the disappearance of 
Hurlbut expressing the 
belief that Hall was a persecuted man. He told 
Hurlbat not to be too sure, for, if he knew ail the 
facts coneerning the Ring frauds, be would think 
differently of Hall's connection with them. 

HE GAVE HURLBUT AN ACCOUNT 

of what he had iearned of the Tweed statement, 
but asked him to make no publication of the mat- 
ter before the statement should be in the hands of 
the Attorney-General, and promised when that oc- 
curred to grant an interview to Ballard 
Smith. Saturday evening preceding the 
delivery of Tweed's statement to the Attorney, 
General, Mr. Townsend brought the document to 
his house to get his judgment whether it would 
meet the Attorney-General’s requirement. The 
next Thursday he (Kelly) sent for Smith and told 
him what he knew of the confession. The mem- 
oranda shown him by Townsend were not in 
Tweed's handwriting, nor was the statement read 
him at his home. 

After Garvey’s testimony and that of one or two 
others, the Committee adjourned to Albany. 

THE FEELING. 

The city was full of rumors this evening as to 
what Kelly had testified. It will take more 
than his excuse that the Attorney-General 
did not bind lum to secrecy to make 
people think he did not break faith with Town- 
send in publishing memorauda he had especially 
promised to keep private. Kelly's testimony, 
moreover, does not agree very well with Huribut’s 
statement previously as to how much of the in- 
formation came from Albanv. 

THE INVESTIGAZION.

New Yorx, April 24. —The investigation of the 
charges against Senator Woodin in connection 
with passage of the charter of 1870 was resumed 
by the Senate Committee to-day.

The leading prodace markets were again excited 
yesterday, and generally higher, though some de- 
partments were quiet. The rumor that war had 
actually been declared set many operators wild, 
and prices jamped about as if the quotations them- 
selves had gone crazy. This was especially the 
case with wheat, which adwanced nearly 9%c per 
bu, but with less doing, Provisions and 
corn were active as well as stronger. The 
trading was chiefly for future dellvery, little busi- 
ness being transacted witha view to immediate 
shipment. The rapid advance in prices cansed 
a wiaespread calling for margins, and there was 
some embarrassment, but no additional suspen- 
sions reported, other than those involved in the 
fact that a good many trades were settled, and in 
some cases the debtors asked fora day or two of 
time to realize. Itisa wonder there has not been 
a great deal more of this, or of absolute failure. 
The advance has been general, and so rapid as to 
make it impossible to follow. Margins called one 
day were found insufficient to protect the trade 
into the next day, and where trading was con- 
dacted for parties at a distance the calling of 
margins from them could not be conducted with 
sufficient certainty to protect the commission mer- 
chant from extreme persona! risk. With such im- 
mense lines of shorts out as in this market, it 
would nave been scarcely a wonder if failures were 
reported by the dozen. The fact that our traders 
have stood up so well under the trial argues that 
the busiuess here is conducted on a much more 
solid basis than is generally believed. 

The extraordinary firmness in the price of wheat 
during the past few days can only be accounted for 
by taking into account several facts. In the first 
place, our prices were kept down last fall and win- 


fact that the Russian surplus was hurried to market 
by the owners finder fear of war this spring. They 
shipped it in steamers to Western Europe, instead 
of tying to the old style mode of sail transporta- 
tion, and this gave an unusual supply to the con- 
suming markets of the Old World, Which rendered 
them comparatively independent of the United 
States. But the war is now a fact: and it is fgund 
that, even if there were no war, the Russian sur- 
plus has already been mostly forwarded. Added 
to this is the fact that little or nothing can 
be expected from Russia next autumn unless the 
war should prove to be of an exceedingly ephemeral 
duration. It is found, too, that there is very little 
wheatin the Northwest. Even Milwaukee, with 
prices away above ours, only receives a beggarly 
pittance of wheat daily, and California will have 
barely 450,000 tons to export from the current 
crop. | 

It would of course be foolish to claim that there 
is no wheat left in the world. There are always 
parcels behind Which can be drawn ont by 
sufficiently high prices, and those high prices 
materially diminieh consumption at the same time. 
There will probably be found wheat enough in 
the world to prevent starvation: but the condition 
of ings would ‘have justified mach higher 
leu than were current here during the latter 
part o ear, even if the bear and the turkey 
had agreed to live in peace. Wheat is, however, 
generally regarded as dangerous property now, and 
the wiser class of operators are withdrawing from 
the trade as rapidly as possible; they intend to 
hold aloof till the excitement is past.
